LEADING THE WORLD IN FARM 
ELECTRIFICATION 
Many h av e been led to believ e th at th e United 
States lags far beh ind oth er countries in th e de­ 
v elop ment of rural electrification. As a m atter of 
actual fact, according to a surv ey recently com­ 
p leted by H. S. Bennion of th e Edison Electric 
Institute, p recisely th e op p osite is true — th is 
country leads th e world in rural electrification 
and th ere seems little p ossibility of it ev er falling 
back. 
Mr. Bennion collected as comp lete statistics as 
were obtainable from a long list of foreign coun­ 
tries, including Jap an, Great Britain, France and 
Sweden, all of wh ich , according to critics of th e 
American electric industry , h av e been making 
great strides in bringing p ower to farms as well 
as to urban h omes. It is true th at in some of 
th ese countries a larger p ercentage of farms h av e 
p ower av ailable th an in America, due to th e 
smaller size of th e av erage farm, and th e rela­ 
tiv ely greater p op ulation density . In France, for 
ex amp le, th e bulk of farmers reside in v illages, 
not isolated farm h ouses, scattered widely across 
th e land, wh ich lessens th e ex p ense of running 
lines. Ev en so, French farmers use electricity 
only for an ex tremely limited amount of ligh ting. 
Th e same th ing is true of Jap an, wh ere th e av er­ 
age electrified farm h ouse uses electricity for but 
one or two low-p ower globes. Use of p ower ap ­ 
p liances is v irtually unknown. 
Th e sup eriority of th e United States in farm 
electrification becomes still more ap p arent wh en 
comp arisons are made with large p op ulation 
states, such as Oh io and Pennsy lv ania, wh ere 
th ere are a large number of farms p er mile of 
line, and wh ere th e p roblems of electrify ing 
farms are similar to th ose in Europ ean nations. 
In such areas, close to 80 p er cent of farm h omes 
are electrified — as contrasted with 39 p er cent 
in France — and p ower is widely used, not only 
for ligh ting, but for a multitude of ap p liances. 
Criticism of American farm electrification work 
largely stems from th ose wh o want to see so­ 
cialization of th e p riv ate electric industry . If we 
stick to th e facts, it is obv ious th at American 
electric comp anies h av e made remarkable p rog­ 
ress in bring serv ice to rural dwellers — and h av e 
been going forward as fast as conditions p ermit.
